The Crimes of the Turks Said to Have 


Been Grossly Exaggerated. 


[Special Dispalch to the Tranjcript.] 


LONDON, Oct. 4.—A correspondent of 


the Pall Mall Gazette in Constantinople 
sends an interview with a European dele- 
gate attached to the Commission of In- 
quiry into the alleged Atrocities commit- 
ted about Sasmun in Armenia. The dele- 
gate declares the statements of the press 
correspondents concerning Atrocities to 
be gross exaggerations. 


The report of the commission will 


show no evidence that a number of per- 
sons were killed in cold blood, or tliat 
there was any mutilation of women and 
children The finding forty bodies in a pit 
of which correspondents make so much 
capital as well as the story of women 
throwing themselves over a dill' to escape 
dishonor is absolutely fictitious. 


There were no wholesale massacres or 


outrages upon women as reported, and 
only a flying column of Turkish regulars 
operated against the Armenians who were 
well supplied with fire arms. 


The correspondent of the Exchange 


Telegraph company at Constantinople 
wires that the report of the Sassaur mis-

violations, etc., which liave 


been persistenly circulated. Instead of 
.30,000 Christians having been driven into 
exile, the report will show that the whole 
number of inhabitants of the disturbed 
district, Moslem and Christian, did not ex- 
ceed 4,000. 


The Armenians instead of being help- 


less were well armed and the stories of 
depredations and horrible cruelties by 
Kurdstcn conflicts are pure fiction, as no 
Kurd;- engaged in any of the battles. 
The correspondent declares that all the 
exaggerations and baseless stories of 
butcheries have been invented by Arme- 
nian lying, and inspired by political 
motives.

A North Adams School Maan In Acadian 


Scenes. 


Acadia! Does not the very name waft 


a romantic association? Could you have 
looked with Marie and me over the fair 
green meadows of Grand Pre on lhat 
glowing June morning of last summer, 
you would readily- forgive the mistaken 
etymology of those who sometimes call 
this beautiful region Arcadia. 


Ju-t where is Acadia, do you ask ? 
Follow, then, the school girl pilgrims 


from Boston by steamer to Halifax, Nova 
Scotia,—a sail of •» little more then thirty 
hours,—or to Yarmouth, thence by the 
Windsor and Annapolis railway to Wolf- 
ville,—about sizty miles from Halifax. 
The ride irom Windsor, on the Gospereau 
river, to Wolfville is along the shore of 
the Basin of Midas, a part of the, Bay of 
Fundy, and in the heart of the Acadian 
region. Far away to tbe northeast sweep 
the famous meadows, bounded by the blue 
waters and red shore line of the Basin, 
while "far to the northward" still rises 
Blomidon, on tbe opposite shore of the 
Basin ar.d bounding the traveller's horizon 
for miles in that direction. Not as a 
single peak, but as a long regular pro- 
montory, it risrs—a blue wall of basaltic 
formation, likes the palisades of the Hud- 
son, where "sea-fogs still pitch their tents 
and mists from the mighty Atlantic look 
down on the happy valley. 


No sea fog or mist marred the fall June 


sky for the tvvo sentimental pilgrims who 
alighted from the ''flying Bluenose," at 
the little station of Grand Pre.

out over tbe meadows of which we had so 
often dreamed, and while the hexameters

Surely all these conditions are fulfilled 
here, for the deep-purple slopes of Blom- 
idon melt into the soft blue of the June 
sky; 
the terra-cotta shore, left bare by the 


out-going tide,contrasts btrongly with the 
greenish-blue water, while the pink and 
white of the apple blossoms, the silvery 
shading of the waving grass, the wild 
roses of the hedges, an occasional pink- 
tinted sail, and floating white clouds all 
contribute to the symphony of color. 


It must have been at once the delight 


and despair of some artists whom we saw 
setting out from one of the comfortable 
farm houses, equipped for Ihe morning's 
work with easels and white umbrellas. 
While Marie and I drank in the scene, we 
were entertained by our somewhat loqua- 
cious driver, the son of a local celebrity, 
who liad the honor, years ago, to drive for 
Nathaniel Hawthorne on his visit to these 
places of interest, and who claims to have 
given him the main points of the sad story 
which Hawthorne in turn gave to Long- 
fellow.

TO CARE FOR TRAMPS. 


Mr. and Mrs. Smith N. 
Allen 


Propose to Start a 


Home. 


FOOD AND 
LODGING 
FOR WORK. 


A Woodshed In Which a Tramp Can Earn 


His Bed and Board and Not be Up- 


on the Town. The Plan 


In Full. 


Smith W. Allen ot Brooklyn, N. Y., is 


in town and making an effort to start in a 
business that will bring the care of every 
tramp that strikes town upon his should- 
ers. 


Mr. Allen is a veteran at the tramp- 


caring business and has been in mission 
work for nineteen years. Hia last work 
was in Central New Yoik among the hop 
pickers. He was then laboring under the 
auspices of the Syracuse Rescue mission 
in which B. H. Andrews, who established 
the mission here, is very prominent. Mr. 
Allen is accompanied by his wife, who has 
had experience in the missionary field. 


The plan proposed by Mr. Allen to take 


care ot the tramps who visit this city is 
not any new one. It has been advocated 
lor years and was strongly advocated by 
the late Rev. Dr. Coyle. It will bo re- 
membered be spoke of it before the state 
commission that came here to inquire 
concerning the unemployed. The plan 
is simply lor the community to stop giv- 
ing tramps any assistance whatever and 
turn them over entirely to an institution 
which will give them food, beds and even 
clothing for an amount of work performed. 
Mr. Allen proposes to put this theory 
into practice on a strictly business basis if 
he can have the co-operation of the com- 
munity. He has established institutions 
for the care of tramps in which the tramp 
is made to pay his own way and two of 
the most prominent instances are the in- 
stitutions in Albany, N. Y., and Stamford, 
Ct. Rev. B. Fay Mills, the great evange- 
list, was interested in the former and Uev. 
Dr. Tatlock in the latter. 


The institution Mr. Allen proposes to 


have established here is one consisting of 
rooms for the superintendent, sleeping 
apartments for tbe tramps, dining hall, 
baths and wood shed. Wood, of course, 
is to be the medium through which tbe 
tramp will make his energy \aluablo. 
From experience it has been determined 
that to establish such a place will cost 
about $10 a man ; that is it will cost about 
flO for each tramp it is proposed to bouse. 
To lit a house to take care of the tramps 
that come to this town would require a 
little over f200 perhaps. Twenty tramps 
a night would be a fair average, it J3 Ue- 
lieved, unless under the new system juoru 
would seek shelter because of the changed 
atffitude of people. 


The institution would be of no expense 


to the community other thalri the amount, 
necessary to found it, which would foe 
small compared with the possible benefits. 
It is computed that a tramp entertained 
by the proposed method is worth about 
$1 a month clear profit, .just how the plan 
would work is as follows : 


The institution is in working order. It 


is a good clean lodging house in a part of 
the town where rents are not high. It has 
a bath room and a restaurant. A tramp 
calls at a door and asks for something to

when, reverently approaching tlic Old 
Manse at Concord, we were sainted by a 
shrill voice: "Git off our mowin'." Pos- 
sibly it is not conducive to good temper to 
live in historic houses. 


Not more than n, stone's throw from 


the station is the well, known as "Evange- 
linc'I well," and undoubtedly a part of 
tue original village, as not even the o.dest 
present resident can recall any habitation 
in its neighborhood. 


Near the well are Iraces of foundations 


supposed to be those of the parish church 
into which tbe Acadian farmers were 
lured by deceit on that fateful September 
morning. Some eight or ten years ago 
some gold-diggers, who were searching 
for traditional hidden treasures, discov- 
ered a coffln, which seems an indication 
of the locality of the ancient church- 
yard. 


Leaving the village, we drove out over 


the meadows, through the waving grass 
which almost hid the thread-like road, 
out to the dikes, which are now far inland 
beyond tha reach of the swelling tides of 
even the Bay of Fundy, and down to the 
seashore of the Basin. The tide was out, 
and Marie wandered on the beach in med- 
itative mood.

Some stunted defendants of tbe mighty 


pines of the "forest primeval" border 
the shore, and doubly mournful is their 
requiem as it joins with the moaning of 
the waves. 


By a long circuit we return through the 


meadows to the scene of the last farewell 
of the unhappy peasants to their Acadie, 
"home of the happy," when "lothe Gus- 
pereau's mouth they hurried." 


Here, too, was the scene of the death of 


Benedict; looking back from here, the sad 
people could well see the burning houses 
of their village. 


It is hard to believe that here, where 


the little-stream finds its way down to the 
Basin, the English ships could ever have 
been "riding at anchor," but it was just 
from this point that "on the returning 
tide.that afar from the waste of the ocean, 
with the flrst dawn of day came heaving 
and hurrying landward,"those ships went 
out bearing a nation into exile. 


It was here, too, that the separation of 


Gabriel and Evangeline occurred. 


Our pilgrimage over, we pensively re- 


traced our way to the little station. While 
we awaited the return of the "Flying 
Bluenose," we sat in the shadow of an 
apple tree and pressed into our guide 
books such pink-tinted white clover as 
grows nowhere else, and gazing out over 
the meadows snd Basin, tried to imprint 
upon our memory the picture which 
we would fain keep forever.

If any labor organization offi- 
cer or any society otficer is asked for as- 
sistance by a not too worthy tramping 
member he can give him an 01 der on the 
house instead of money which he might 
use in a saloon. There are many ways 
in which tbe house could be patronized 
with great benefit to the people. 
It 


would relieve the selectmen and police of 
the care of mca who would work and it 
would make it unnecessary for any citi- 
zen to think that in refusing a request for 
assistance he was probably pushing down 
an unfortunate but honest person. 


Mr. Allen does not propose to stay per- 


manently in North Adams. He was dir- 
ected here by Mr. Andrews who estab- 
lished the Rescue misMon. He will stay 
long enough to establish such a house as 
he proposes, which, when he is done, will 
belong to the town or the people interest- 
ed, and they can readily find a man to 
conduct )t on business principles.

COMPLETE THE RESERVOIR. 


The reservoir now being < onstructed at 


the Notch must be completed. That is the 
yerdict of common sense. K o matter bow 
much more the expense may be than first 
calculated, yet if the money has been well 
expended, aud the public has the pruden- 
tial committee's word for Jt that it has, 
arid the committee stands ready to show 
it, no one has cause to complain. This 
town needs the additional water supply 
and it must pay for it. Paying a round 
«um is not to be compared with the dis- 
tress and danger of a water famine. And 
paying the necessary price for a first-class 
article, is Incomparably better than pay- 
ing less for a poor thing. We have confi- 
dence that our prudential committee will 
fcatisfy those present atthe special fire dis- 
trict meeting next week that the money 
expended has been wisely and well ex- 
pended, even though the amount is be- 
yond expectation. This done the public 
will be found supporting the committee. 


It should be remembered that the com- 


mittee's work is not for itself, but for the 
public and so long as they stand ready to 
tall the public bow the money has been 
expended, they deserve the public's con- 
fidence. This work is not of their own 
Keeking, but a matter of public necessity. 
Piiappointment at an increased cost 
•nould not be allowed to work an injust- 
ice to the committee or bias judgment. 
Judgment should be reserved till the Com- 
mittee Is heard at the special meeting 
now called. A hearing on both sides is 
all that is asked, and it will be granted. 


The best argument offered in favor of 


"letting well enough alone" up in the 
Notch as far as attempting to make the 
water purer or abating alleged nuisance 
up there are concerned is that "the same 
conditions have been there fifty years and 
we are alive yet." 
There have been many 


changes in fifty years and while a little 
wisdom has been gained in that time 
much of the old ignorance is with us, as is 
fully proved by such utterances. Every- 
body who lived fifty years ago is not alive 
today and there is no telling bow many of 
those who died were killed by impure 
water. 
How many lives anyway are 


equal to a farm ? 


The new appropriatln necessary to com- 


plete the Notch reservoir is a disappoint- 
ment, and it was unfortunate that tbe 
cost could not baie been more closely ap- 
proximated before the first money was 
asked for. But this is no reason for kick- 
ing the prudential committee before it 
has bad a chance to present its side of 
tbe case. This tbe committee will do at 
tbe special meeting, and judgment should 
now be reserved. 


The money borrowed by the Fire Dis- 


trict has nothing to do with tbe town's 
power of future borrowing. 
It is not 


figured in the borrowing limit. 
Neither 


does it increase the taxes. 
The water 


cost lakes care of itself and the receipts 
from the increased use of water with the 
present water income will take care of 
the interest on tbe Fire District loans. It 
does not effect the tax rate at all. 


Thcc'janrnan of the prudental oom- 


Kit^a will be ready at the special fire 
district meeting to explain how tbe mon- 
ey appropriated for the reservoir has 
been spent, and will answer any questions 
that those present may wlfch to ask. This 
in fair and all that tbe people can ask. 
However, be cannot answer questions as 
to tbe conditions of nature yet bidden in 
the earth with their consequent effect on 
the cost of completing the work begun. 


W. G. Cady, like every other unbiased 


and sensible man, favors the purchase of 
the building on the corner of Summer and 
Morris streets for a city hall. Prejudice 
does not subordinate public good in Mr. 
Cady. Anyway there is a great difference 
between public spirit and jingoism—pub- 
lic spirit and demagogism.

THE COMMITTEE'S ARGUMENT. 


A clearer statement or more convincing 


argument than that given to the North 
Adams public yesterday by the 
it- 


nance committee can hardly be found. 
Backed up by the best names of this com- 
munity, the recommendation to buy the 
property proposed to be used aa a city 
hall ought to, and -will, have great weight 
with the voters of this town at the spe- 
cial town meeting called lor Saturday, 
October 12, to decide the mat ter. 


The financial side of the question is the 


point of main consideration to the public. 
The finance committee BO indisputably 
prove the financial wisdom of the pro- 
posed purchase that we here reproduce 
their argument. Let every voter in North 
Adams, consider it, and then vote as his 
common sense and j ndgment direct. The 
finance committee says: 


The alterations and repairs have been 
made. The county commissioners have 
leased the lower part of the new pavt of 
the building of Mr. Hough ton for the 
term of ten years at an annual rental of 
fSMO. The finance committee again con- 
sidered the matter September 30, Mr. 
Houghtonnot being present, and after 
discussion it was unanimously voted to 
renew the recommendation made to the 
annual meeting and request! he selectmen 
to call a special meeting to see whether 
the inhabitants of the town would vote to 
purchase the property. 
The old town office is now rented to the 
town for five years with the privilege of 
five more at a rental of f6SO per year and 
a remission of the taxes on that part of 
the building. This with the rental of the 
lower floor of the new part mafccs the 
present rental, not including any rental 
for the upper floor of the new part, of 
fl,o50 per year. The town can probably 
borrow the money jft 31 per cent., mating 
the annual interest charge $1,050, leaving 
the town a surolus of five hundred dollars 
per year and the use of the whole upper 
floor of the new part of the building tor 
municipal purposes tree of expense. 
Or to put the matter differently, the 
town would have to pay at least $1000 for 
the accommodations that have been pre- 
pared on the upper floor of the building. 
This would make the total rental of the 
building $2450, deducting interest $1050, 
there would remain a surplus each year of 
SHOO. This amount put at interest annu- 
ally in a tow years would pay the entire 
coal of the building or in ten years would 
more than half pay for its cost. 


There is an argument that all the wind

POLITICAL INGRATITUDE. 


Republics are ungrateful, is an old say- 


ing. Over in Hampshire county is a case 
of a political party's beta? ungrateful, 
that is a match for any ingratitude of a 
republic.

This reminds us that only a few years 


ago there appeared in one of the leading 
monthly magazines of this country over 
the name of an eminent writer an article 
entitled "Korae or Reason," pointing the 
tendency of all churches to go back to 
the common Catholic fold, or for all men 
to use their reason and join a school of 
philosophy not unlike Mr. Spencer's or 
Huxley's. A part of the prophecy in- 
cluded the tendency of the Protestant 
Episcopal church to break away more 
and more from Protestant thought and 
ways. Is not the attempt to discard the 
word Protestant a fulfillment of the 
prophecy that men are heading toward 
"Rome or Reason?" 


No sooner did people begin to realize 
what bad been done at the Republican 
caucus, in turning down a respected and 
public spirited townsman, than a strong 
reaction set in towards the injured party. 
This is but natural, for people like to see 
fair play, even in politics. The tact that 
the caucus was covertly manipulated 
against Col. Lakin by those wbo ought to 
have been his trieuds, has provoked the 
righteous' 'indignation of many who had 
heretofore token little interest in this can- 
vass, or in caucuses generally.

The scimo 
when these.out-of-town companies.arrived 
was a thrilling one, and the whole of tha 
southern part of the.littlo town of Warren 
was one seething mass of (lames, whiuh 
were threatening uot only the adjoining 
tenement houses of the company, but even 
the business part ot the town.

Almost immediately after the arrival of 


the Providence companies trouble was 
found with tho supply of water, and the 
combined department worked under great 
disadvantage.

Immediately upon the discovery of tha 


fira the sprinklers were turned on in all 
three of the nulls, but the flre working 
south from the Xo. 1 mill, the windows of 
the other two mills were soon shattered, 
and the hills of merchandise caught flfe. 


A carload of tar and another of cottou 


were a material assistance to the fire ih 
its onward sweep through the great plant, 
and soon it was Impossible to get within 
20J feet of any of the buildings, 
The great 


heat'caused a tremendous draught into 
the center of the fire, causing it to roar 
like an enormous.furnace 


At 10:00 the two warehouses, containing 


$400,000 worth of Sea Island cotton and 
completed sheetings, caught flre, aud the 
buildings were soon a roaring mass of 
flames. 
These two buildings had not 


been on fire but a few minutes when the 
flames jumped across to the adjoining 
lumber yard of Eira Martin, and soon Ins 
entire stocks of coal, wood and dressed 
lumber were also beiug licked up by the 
fiery element. 


Shortly before 11 o'clock the walls of 


two of the mills'fell iu, and.i few of the 
dwellinpt houses occupied by the operatives 
also caught fire. 


By most pereiskhit and arduous efforts, 


tho fireman g'arnefl control- of the confla- 
gration afmidnight, but all that was left 
of the big factorie^^vaTehemse* and tenc-' 
mcnts was a bltaijig \)fie of- ruins.. The 
entire contents of the plant- were de- 
stroyed, with the exception of 50 bales o£ 
cotton from the Warehouses, which, after 
taking ftre, dropped into the water and 
wctc carried down the day a blazing mass,

Several persons jit the crowd of specta- 


tors were injured' by hying bricks when 
the walls fell, but llouo was seriously 
hurt. When-1 lie'roof of the warehouse 
fell, four Provideiice firemen were caught. 
They'escaped by crawling down tho water- 
pipe nml then jmfipmg a distance of 17 
feet,. 
Two were slightly injured. 


The flre service-'here is ridiculously in- 


adequate, as thd'sterner which previous 
to the i ntroductfoh of the water service. 
some four year* ago, had been condemned 
soon after that'time, aud the town has 
since relied on two hand engines and two 
hose carts ami hydrant service for what 
small fires bare occurred. All the assist- 
ing companies worked hard to stay the 
flames, but only the Bristol engine was 
able to use tho local water service, the 
Fall River and- Providence engine haviug 
to use sn It, water from tho bay. 


The Fall Itiver engine broke down 


shortly after arriving here, and was help- 
less jxt-st under tho walls of the warehouse. 
A volunteer company of 50 men drew it 
to a more safe position, although the 
walls began to totter as they worked.
